ify for the aid. It will be based 
on need, scholarship and general 
aptitude. The bank has suggested 
that it will not only receive the 
recommendations of the headmas- 
ters but will seek out added infor- 
mation whenever necessary to de- 
termine the recipients. 

The sholatakiip fund was es- 
tablished by the original service- 
men’s fund committee which col- 
lected money here during World 
War Il. They turned over some 
$16,000 to the bank, which agreed 
to act as trustee for $1 a year. 
Additional funds are expected to 
swell that balance to approximate- 
ly $20,000 when loans are repaid, 
Mr. Haselton said.

Town Manager Hearing 
One of the most vital questions to face voters here in 
many a year will be up for discussion Jan. 11. 
It is the question of town manager. 
We feel that every citizen — whether he or she has an 
opinion or is merely curious — should attend the hearing 
at the Memorial Hall library that night to find out what the 
plan is all about. 


The official town committee which has had town gov- 
ernment under study since last March is now ready to lis- 
ten to opinions and to answer questions. To what extent 
the members have made up their minds is anyone’s guess — 
but there is a definite possibility that their official ver- 
dict may be influenced by those attending the meeting. 

The committee may either recommend town manager, 
executive secretary, Status quo or make an interim report 
and continue their studies. 

We feel certain that the group will make specific rec- 
ommendations for the members have been diligent in their 
work and, by now, probably have all the necessary infor- 
mation on which to base a decision. 

The town manager problem is one that has faced many 
towns through the past years. Some have accepted it and 
been satisfied; others have retained it for several years 
only to change to some other form of government. There 
are many good things about the plan and other parts that 
are of dubious value. 

We feel that it is the duty of every voter to attend that 
meeting and find out what the town manager form of gov- 
ernment would do to our present form; what changes would 
occur if an executive secretary type should be adopted 
and then to express an opinion for the guidance of the 
committee. 

We feel certain that the town manager form of govern- 
ment will provoke heated discussions — for that has been 
the experience of other towns. And discussion of such a 
serious matter certainly is vital — for a change in the 
town’s form of government is, after all, something to be 
considered with great care. 

Thus, in preparation for the debates and decisions to 
come between now and town meeting, we suggest that all
